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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-2 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 3/29/05. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 3-7 objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 3 line 8 the L 
shaped illustrations used to describe the shape of the openings should be changed to a 
literary description along with the description of the rest of the structure.. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: j 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3-7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hurlbutt 
in view of Boehm et al. 

Regarding claim 3 Hurlbutt discloses applicants prior method of assembly a 
brake booster with which applicant is well familiar. 

Lacking are the first and second arcuate projections and radially spaced tabs on 
the first shell. 
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Boehm et al. Teach a similar design to that of applicants at numerals 5-9. It also 
seems from the discussion in col. 1 lines 43+ over to the top of col. 2 that Boehm seeks 
to achieve the same objective as applicants describe at page 2 lines 28+ of their 
specification. 

To have modified the booster of Hurlbutt with the slot -tongue arrangement 
taught by Boehm et al. would have been obvious to the ordinary skilled worker in the art 
at the time of the invention for the reasons discussed in Boehm et al., namely to prevent 
unwanted separation of the two shells during the operational life of the booster. 
Applicant's claimed arrangement is merely an alternate equivalent arrangement to the 
combined teachings of the references above. Note Boehm et al. Shows that the shape 
and depth of the slots and tabs may vary in the several embodiments. 

The limitations of claims 4-7 are considered only to be minor obvious alternative 
equivalents in view of the teachings above.
